380, — The following draft of certain rules to amend the Military Lands 
and Cantonments Service ( Class I and II) Rules, 1951, which the Central Govern 
ment proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( cc ) of 
sub - section ( 2 ) of section 280 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) , is hereby 
published as required by sub - section ( 1 ) of the said section for the information 
of all persons likely to be effected thereby ; and notice is hereby given that the 
said draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 24th January 1962 , 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the date 80 specified will be considered by the 
Central Government. 


Draft Amendment 
1 . These rules may be called the Military Lands and Cantonments Service 
( Class I and Class II First Amendmen : Rules, 1962 
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2. In the Military Lands and Cantonments Service ( Class I and Class II) Rules

S .R .O . 382 . - - The following byelaws for the regulation of quarrying and the 
levy of royalty of stone, Bajri, Trap Metal and Earth within the limits of the 
Cantonment, made by the Cantonment Board , Babina in exercise of the power 
conferred by clause A ( 36 ) & A ( 39 ) of section 282 and section 283 of the Canton 
ments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) , are hereby published for general information , the 
same having been previously published and having been approved and confirmed 
by the Central Government as required by Sub - Section ( 1 ) of section 284 of the 
said Act, namely : 


BYELAWS REGULATING QUARRYING AND THE LEVY OF ROYALTY ON 
STONE, BAJRI, TRAP METAL , EARTH ETC . WITHIN THE LIMITS OF THE 

BABINA CANTT 


1. A person desiring to quarry in the Cantonment shall make an application 
in writing to the Executive Officer stating the quantity of stone, clay , required , 
and on receiving permission shall deposit as an advance one half of the royalty 
payable thereon . 

2 . The Executive Officer shall obtain in writing from the Garrison Engineer 
in the case of M . E . S . contractor s application the name of the quarry appointed 
by the Cantonment Board that he considers desirable to be used by his contractor 
for the purpose of quarrying. 

3 . The person who is permitted to quarry by the Executive Officer shall abide 
by the orders given to him in writing as regards the manner of quarrying and 
shall not quarry in any place other than the place wherein he has been permitted 
to quarry

CANTONMENTS REGULATIONS BYE - LAWS 
S . R . O . 383 . -- The following byelaws for the registration of births , deaths and 
marriages and the taking of census made by the Cantonment Board , Babina , 
in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 1 ) of section 282 and section 283 
of the Cantonments Act , 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) are hereby published for general infor 
mation , the same having been previously published and having been approved 
and confirmed by the Central Government as required by sub - section ( 1 ) of 
section 284 of the said Act, namely : 

1 . ( 1 ) The Cantonment Board shall maintain registers in the prescribed forms 
of all births and deaths and marriages occurring in the Cantonment, 

( 2 ) No fee shall be charged for the registration of any birth or death under 
these byelaws. A registration fee of rupee one shall be charged for the registra 
tion of every marriage under these byelaws. 

( 3 ) Any clerical error which may at any time be discovered in registers may 
be corrected by the Executive Officer . An error of fact or substance in any such 
registers may be corrected by the Executive Officer by an entry in the margin , 
without any alteration of the original entry upon production to the Executive 
Officer by the person requiring such error to be corrected, of a declaration on 
oath setting forth the nature of error and the true facts of the case , made before 
the Executive Officer by the person required to give information concerning the 
birth or death or marriage with reference to which the error has been made or 
in default of such person by two credible persons having knowledge of the case 
and certified by the Executive Officer to have been made in his presence . 

( 4 ) Except as aforesaid , no alteration shall be made in any such register. 


2 . The Officer Commanding every Military unit stationed at and the head of 
every family resident in or on a visit to Babina Cantonment and the person 
incharge of every lodging house , dharamshala , sarai, hospital or other similar 
institutions therein shall, within three days of the occurrence of any birth or 
death or marriage in his regimental Jines , family or among persons staying in 
the said premises report the same personally or by an agent or in writing in 
accordance with the following provisions. The report shall contain the following 
particulars :

( 1) House No., Name of street or part of the Cantonment, 
(11) Name of father and mother . 
( iil) Caste or race . 
( iv ) Sex of child . 
( v ) Name of child If any. 
( vi) Date and hour of birth . 
( vii) Whether born alive .

(ix ) Whether since dead. 
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( x ) Status of parents . 
( xi ) Name and place of residence of the person making report 
(xi) Name and qualification of the person attending the birth , 
( xii) Signature of the recording Officer with date 
B Regarding Death : 

( 1) House Number , name of street or part of the Cantonment 
( 11 ) Name, Father s name and suiname of deceased 
( iil) Caste or race . 
( iv ) Occupation . 
( v ) Sex 
(vi) Probable age. 
( vii ) Cause of death , 
( vili) Date of death , 
( 1x ) If the deceased was married woman the name of her husband 
( x ) Name and place of residence of the person making the report 
( xi) Signature of the recording officer with date 
C Regarding Marriage :- - 

1. Name of the Bride , and father s name and addresa

3 The report shall be made to the Executive Officer at the Cantonment Office 

4 It shall be the duty of overy medical officer or medical practitioner to report 
to the Executive Oncer the birth of a child or the death of a person or child , 
which has come to his knowledge in his professional capacity within seventy two 
hours of the birth or the death , as the case may be.

5 Duty of owner or occupler of building to glve facluty for Census work , 
The owner or occupier of a bullding or part thereof within the Cantonment limits , 
every owner or person occupying any building shall permit any Cantonment Fund 
Servant authorised in this behalt by the Executive Ofcer , Paint on or affix to , 
the wall of the building such letters, remarks or numbers as may be necessary 
for the purposes of any census that may at any time be undertaken by the Board 
or by the Government and shall give all such Cantonment Fund Servants free 
access to such buildings for such purposes and every facility to carry out the 
work . 

6 . Occupier to give information - 

Whenever census 13 undertaken by the Board or by the Government every 
occupier of a building within Cantonment limits shall on demand supply in a 
printed form supplied by the Board to the best of his knowledge and ability to 
any oficer authorised in this behall by the Board all information that such officer 
may require of him with regard to himself and all occupants of the building 
who are either members of, or servants in , his family or his visitors or are in 
any way living with him or under his control, 

7 Any contravention of the provisions of these bye - laws shall be punishable 
with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees

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CANTONMENT REGULATION3 
S . R . O . 384 . - The following bye - laws for the regulation and control of Nanbai s 
shops and eating houses in the Cantonment of Babina, made by the Cantonment 
Board , Babina , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 14 ) of Section 282 
and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) , are hereby published 
for general information , the same having been previously published and having 
been approved and confirmed by the Central Government, as required by sub 
section ( 1 ) of section 284 of the said Act, namely : 


BYE -LAWS 


1, An eating house means a building or shop which is used for selling cooked 
articles of food and where accommodation is also provided for person or persons 
visiting the place for taking food . It includes also a Nanbai s Rotiwalą . Tandoor 
wala s shop , Dhaba , and Kabab walla s shop . 

2. No person shall establish an eating house or cause an eating house to be 
establis 1ed within 100 feet of any cowshed, stable , public latrine or public dust 
bin . 

3 . The floor of all eating houses shall be of impervious material and be so 
laid as to drain in one direction and the drain shall be connected with a soakage 
pit or with a public drain . 

4 . The place used for cooking ( cook room ) shall have a cemented floor and a 
fre place and shall also have a proper chimney for the escape of smoko . 

5 . The Are place 1.e . Bhatti or Chullah of the shop shall be placed inside the 
shop at least 5 feet away from the road . No fre shall be allowed on the edge 
of the road or over a drain . 

6 . A proper washing place for the cleaning of utensils used in the preparation 
and service of food shall be provided and satisfactory arrangernents for the dis 
posal of water shall be made. All utensils after being washed shall be rinsed 
in a solution of Permanganate of Potash which shall be ready for use in a basin 
or earthen Nand . 

7 . The Cantonment Board shall supply the required quantity of potassium 
Permanganate to all licensees of eating houses . 

8. All copper and brass utensils shall be tinned monthly without fail . 

9 , Clean and sanitary storage arrangements shall be made of such articles of 
food as meat, fish , milk , drinking water or other articles of food , 

10 . All appliances ( including furniture ) used in the premises shall be kept 
clean . 

11. The entire premises shall be white washed once every fortnight, 

12 . The Nanbal s shops shall keep a metal bin or metal bins for the storage 
of waste food and gweeping of the premises . 

13 . During an epidemic all eating houses and Nanbai s shops shall comply 
with all instructions and restrictions as may be isgued by the Health Officer, the 
Executive Officer , and the Assistant Health Officer , in respect of:- - 

( a ) the preparation of any food , 
(b ) disinfecting of utensil, used in preparation and sale of all articles of 

food, and 
( c ) any other measures considered necessary by the Medical and Health 

Authorities to prevent the spread of disease . 
14 . All the servants of the shop shall be examined by the Assistant Health 
Omcer at least twice yearly or as the necessity demands. 

18 . It shall be the duty of the licensee to immediately inform the Executive 
Omicer or the Assistant Health Oficer of any cases of Intectious disease occurring 
in his shop at any time. 

18 . Earthenware gharas, matkag, Nand or any other utensil meant for the 
storage of water for drinking or any other purpose shall be renewed frequently . 
They shall be replaced whenever any of them is declared by the Executive Officer 
or Assistant Health Officer to have become unfit for storing drinking water .
